‘More or Less’ ICC In-

BEDALIA, Mo, Jan. The 
- Missourt Pacific Railroad will 
conduct a formal hearing Tues- 
day into causes of the New Year's 
day train wreck in which 14 per- 
sons were killed and 44 injured, 
Charles F. Dougherty, superin- 
tendent of the eastern division of 

the railroad, announced today. 

He said the hearing would not 
be open to the public, but later in 
the day a spokesman for the rail- 
road at its headquarters in St. 
Louis sali: “The Missouri Pacific 
wants all the facts developed, We 
have no objections to the news- 
papers being present, if they 
Wish.“ 

The inquiry, starting at 9 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, will be “more 
or less” the Interstate Commerce 
Commission hearing as well, the 
railroad spokesman pointed out. 
Dougherty, the Mo.-Pac. superin- 
tendent, will conduct the hearing, 
but ICC men will attend and “can 
ask questions,” the spokesman 
said. 

In explaining why it was first 
announced that the hearing would 
He closed and later announced 
that the press and public would 
be admitted, the railroad spokes- 
man said that Dougherty was act- 
ing in line with practice, in that 
hearings conducted by the rail- 
road usually are closed, 

However, there was never an ac- 
cident on the Missouri Pacific be- 
fore in which public interest Was 
% great, he sald, adding, “We 
want all facts developed and dis- 
closed.” 

If the general public wishes to 
be admitted, he continued, they 
will, but accommodations may be 
limited. The place of the hearing 
has not been determined, but ma 
be in a second-floor meeting ha 
of the railroad station at Sedalia, 

One of the points to be devel- 
oped at the hearing, the spokes- 
man continued, was whether 
flares were dropped from the first 
section of the train to notify any 
trains behind that it was moving 
at slow speed. Under Missouri 
Pacific rules, flares must be 
dropped under those conditions. 
Thus far, no witnesses have told 
of seeing flares on the right-of- 


way. 

With ice on the track, red lights 
of the block system showing and 
the train running behind schedule, 
flares should have been dropped 
on the right-of-way by the flag

keaman said. At Tuesday's 
hearing, he continued, the flag- 
man will be asked if he dropped 
flares, and the engineer and fire- 
man of the second section will be 
asked if they saw any. 

The ICC does not require the 
use of flares by slow-moving 
trains but many lines, including 
the Missouri Pacific, have that 
rule in their operating instruc- 
tions.

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NEED TO REVISE AIR SAFETY 
AGENCIES SHOWN IN REPORT 


Overlapping Functions Cited—Compromise 
Proposal on Certifying New Aircraft ~— — 
Dissent’ by Industry Member.

WASHINGTON, Jan. A com- 
pelling argument for reorganiza- 
tion of existing federal encies 
concerned with air safety is con- 
tained in the final report of Presi- 
dent Truman's special board of 
inquiry on alg safety made pub- 
lic last night at the White House. 

The report presents the argu- 
ment, but avoids drawing the in- 
evitable conclusion. Tactfully, it 
notes that the board's membership 
is such as to make it “an inap- 
propriate agency” to produce a 
plan for overhauling the Govern- 
ment's air safety organization, In 
the same spirit, its observations 
on the need for reorganization are 
contained not in the body of its 
125-page report but in an appen- 
dix titled: “A note on certain 
principles of governmental] organ- 
ization,” 

Chairman of the special board 
was James M. Landis, who, until 
this week, was chairman of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, the 
agency which, among other things, 


prescribes safety regulations. One 
of the fiye members was T. P. 
Wright, administrator of the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration which, 
among other things, enforces 
CAB safety regulations, 

Other members were Dr. J. C. 
Hunsaker, director of the Nation- 
al rr | Committee for Aero- 
nauties; H. B. Cox, representing 
the Airline Pilots’ Association, and 
M. W. Arnold, vice president of 
the Air Transport Association, the 
organization of airline operating 
companies. 

Arnold did not sign the report, 
to which he objected on the 
ground that it contained, “under 
a cloak of safety,” opinions and 
recommendations regard eco- 
nomic problems of the aviation in- 


dustry which he regarded as be- 
yond the province of this board 
and within jurisdiction of the 
President's Air Policy Commission: 
and the Congressional Air Polcy 


Board. 
Arnold's dissenting report de- 


fended the safety record of air- 
lines, and said governmental agen-

Lathing and plastering jobs 
Classified as commercial were shut 
down today in the city and St. 
Louis county because of opposition 
by plastering contractors to a 
wage increase of 25 cents an hour, 
to $2.50, granted: AFL metal 
lathers by lathing contractors. 

The shutdown includes chufches 


and multiple dwellings, where 
metal lathe is used, but does not 


affect work classified as residen- 
tial, where the lathing rate is $2 
an hour, 

Lathing contractors work for 
plastering contractors, who submit 
a bid covering both operations to 
builders, In a letter to lathing 
contractors, the plastering con- 
tractors issued instructions that 
all commercial work stop immedi- 
ately because of the increase 
granted 75 metal lathers, mem- 
bers of Local Union 73. The rea- 
son given in the letter, signed by 
17 plastering contractors, was that 
the latter are committed to grant 
an increase to AFL plasterers and 
hodcarriers, if the lathers receive 
an increase. 


A report that Plasterers’ Union, 
Local 3, joined in the objection to 
a wage increase for lathers was 
denied 15 William H. Anderson, 
head of the union. “That is def- 
initely wrong,” Anderson said. 
“The plastering contractors have 
taken the position that if one 
trade gets an increase, all must 
* it. We had nothing to do with 

Harry J. Hagen, veteran leader 
of the lathers, said the increase 
became effective Jan. 1, under a 
written agreement for one year. 
Hagen pointed out that the work 
stoppage will cause a shortage. of 
dathers here, as his men are leav- 
ing for Texas and the West Coast,

Fitzpatrick held that Local 74 
engaged in a secondary boycott, 
barred by the new labor law as 
an unfair labor practice, by call- 
ing a strike of union carpenters 
when non-union flooring installers 
came to work alongside them on a 
Chattanooga home remodeling job. 

The filing of unfair labor prac- 
tice charges was limited under the 
old Wagner Act to those. against 
employers only. The Taft-Hartley 
law permitted them to be filed 
against unions, too. 

Another Precedent. 

In another precedent-setting de- 
cision, United States District 
Judge Stephen W. Brennan issued 
the first injunction under the 
Taft-Hartley law, at Utica, N. V., 
yesterday against Local 294 of the 
AFL Teamsters’ Union. 

The injunction restrains the 
local from continuing six alleged 
unfair labor practices—including 
one of so-Called “featherbedding,” 
or requiring an employer to pay 
for work not performed—until the 
NLRB can decide if the local was 
“unfair.” 4

The victory at Konitsa was bad- 
ly needed. During Christmas week 
morale in Athens reached the low- 
est ebb. First came the announce- 
ment of formation of the rebel 
“free provisional democratic gov- 
ernment.” Then on Christmas eve 
Athens learned of the trapping by 
guerrillas of two reinforced bat- 
talions of the Seventy-fifth Bri- 
gade, numbering about 1000 men 
at Konitsa. 

Something close to panic seized 
a portion of the Athens population. 

The rich began feverish buying 
of gold sovereigns, the price reach- 
ing a record high of 209,000 drach- 
mas. Two cabinet ministers in- 

aded the offices of Premier 

hemistokles Sophoulis, demand- 
ing the mass arrest of all Com- 
munists still at large. Fortunately 
Constantine Rendis, Minister of 
Public Order, refused to be pan- 
icked, although he did order the 
round-up of some 500 Communists 
in Athens and Piraeus. 

It is now believed that the 
Vafiades “offensive” had the lim- 
ited objective of seizing Konitsa 
as the temporary capital of his 
government, giving him, at least, 
a mailing address on Greek soil. 
A victory might also have has- 
tened recognition of his govern- 
ment by Albania and Bulgaria. 
Yugoslavia, as a member of the

New legislation which would 
provide St. Louis with an esti- 
mated $2,500,000 annually from 


state income tax collections and 
give Missouri schools a similar, 


additional sum from state income 
taxes will be introduced in the 
Missouri General Assembly when 
it reconvenes next Wednesday, 
Mayor Aloys P, Kaufmann dis- 
closed today. 

The legislation wil] be sponsored 
jointly by the city and the Mis- 
souri Municipal League, composed 
of all the major tewns and cities 
in the state, the Mayor said. It 
will provide for financial assist- 
ance to all counties and school 
districts, and the City of St, Louis 
on @ proportionate basis. 

The legislation would be a sub- 
stitute for previously announced 
proposals by means of which the 
city would have sought financial 
assistance from the state. 

50 Pot. Tax Division, 
Under terms of the new propos- 
al, 50 per cent of the total state 
income tax collection would be sét 
aside for county and munici 
use. It would be distributed on 
basis of the amounts paid by state 
income taxpayers in the respective 
counties. The entire 50 per cent of 
the total state income taxes paid 
by residents of the unincorporated 
parts of the counties“ would be 
paid to the county government. 

However, in the case of a mu- 
nicipality within a county, 25 per 
cent of the total amount of state 
income tax paid by residents of 
the municipality would go to the 
municipality and the other 25 per 
cent would be retained by the 
county government. 

In St. Louls, which, in itself, is 
both, city and county, the entire 
50 per cent would go into the mu- 
nicipal revenue fund.

The city and the 
Missouri Municipal League will 
also abandon a pending bill which

The decision to abandon the

JERUSALEM, Jan: 3 (AP) —

EISENHOWER CHOOSES FIRM

The section east of the Appa- 
lachians faced a weekend of clear- 
ing weather, but several days of 
considerable cloudiness were in 
prospect for the Great Lakes re- 
gion. 

Temperatures mild enough to 
soften the snow, but not warm 
enough to melt it, were predicted 
for the storm belt over the week- 
end. No further rain or snow was 
in sight, however, 

Highways in the path of the 
storm remained hazardous, and ice 
continued to strain trees and over- 
head wires. 

The storm brought death to at 
least 16 persons in the New Eng- 
land states and the New York 
metropolitan area. Other fatall- 
ties were attributed to it in the 
Midwest. 

Property damage was expected 
to total millions of dollars, 

Power Lines Down. 

Hundreds of communities re- 
mained without telephone or light 
service, which was disrupted by 
the snapping of wires from the 
weight of ice or from the strong 
winds which accompanied the 
storm. The break in power lines 
also left thousands withopt heat 
or cooking facilities. Railroad, 
motor and plane travel was dis- 
rupted, but was returning to near 
normal in many Midwest cities. 

New York City, hit by the ice 
storm, escaped a heavy snow fall 
as the storm swept out to sea. 
However, thousands in the metro- 
politan area suffered the discom- 
forts of darkness and cold from 
the icy siege which hit the na- 
tions largest city one week after 
ite record-breaking snow fall. 
yee on third ratle and overhead 
wires caused new disruptions in 
commuter ral) traffic, and frozen 
runways curtailed air travel. 

New Jersey was so hard hit that 
Gov. Alfred K. Driscoll proclaimed 
a state-wide emergency. Cots, 
beds and blankets were placed in 
18 state armories in the stricken 
northern section to shelter fam- 
ilies, left without heat or light, 
and travelers unable to negotiate 
hazardous highways. 


Roads Are Sheets of Ice. 


Most roads as well as through 
highways leading into New York 
City were sheets of ice. The 
American Automobile Association 
warned that attempting a long 
trip over them would be “sul- 
cidal,” 4 
The Consolidated Edison Co. of 
New York, Inc., estimated late 
yesterday that 15,000 of its cus- 
tomers in four city boroughs suf- 
fered a break in electric service 
due to the storm. Another New 
York utility, the Staten Island & 
Edison Corp., reported that at 
least 1000 consumers were with- 
out service in “the worst sleet 
storm in years.” 

The city’s bar on use of private 
automobiles was lifted at noon to- 
day. All principal stock and com- 
modity exchanges were closed, as 
in many other major cities. 

The falls of snow throughout the 
storm area varied, ranging from 
four to 11 inches in some sections 
ot the Midwest, while anow on the 
ground in the eastern Adirondacks 
measured up to 26 inches, Al 
bany, N. V., said light snow flur- 
ries were forecast today, with 
Pa eae generally in the 20s, 

Deaths in New England. 

The New England area reported 
14 deaths attributed to the storm, 
which was the third in 11 days 
and added from one to two feet 
to snow already on the ground. All 
planes were grounded, and high- 
way driving was reported “ex- 
tremely hazardous.“ 

The storm left Burlington, Ia., a 
community of 30,000 population, 
isolated, except by shortwave ra- 
dio. Homes have been without 
light or power since New Year's 
eve, when the ice and anowstorm 
hit the southeastern Iowa city. 
About 40 smaller southeastern 
lowa communities still were with- 
out telephone service,

Cyclotron Produces Two Thirds 
Of All Elements in One Operation 


Alpha Particles 


California U. Machine Uses 400-Million Volt 


for ‘Bullets’ — 


Uranium Atoms Bombarded. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 3 (AP)— 
In a single operation the Univer- 
sity of California’s big cyclotron 
can produce more than two thirds 
of all the elements out of a few 
uranium atoms, the American 
Physical Society was told today. 

Starting with the uranium, 
which is element No. 92, the huge 
atom-smasher can turn out a com- 
plete assortment of elements 
down to No, 26, which is iron, said 
Dr. Glenn T. Seaborg, widely 
known nuclear chemist, in a paper 
read at the physics meeting. 

This sweeping job of atom 
wrecking has been made possible 
since the big machine began using 
400-million volt alpha particles for 
“bullets” a few months ago. The 
extent of the transmutations be- 
came known only after Dr. Sea- 
borg and associates spent consid- 
erable time in identifying the 
breakdown products, 

Two different kinds of break- 
down are involved, but both are 
achieved in a single operation, 

In one process, alpha particles, 
which are the nuclei of helium 
atoms, strike some of the uranium 
atoms and cause fission. Each of 
the affected atoms splits in two 


fairly equal parts and each part 
constitutes a newly formed atom 
of a lighter element, But the 
parts are not equal, In some in- 
stances there is a big part and 
a little part, making one mod- 
erately heavy and one light ele- 
ment. In another case the parts 
may be nearly equal, producing 
two middleweights. The amount 
of variation in still others is suf- 
ficient to turn out the assortment, 
Dr. Seaborg said. 

In the other process the helium 
nuclei bullets chip off little pieces 
of the uranium atoms to form 21 
different atoms which constitute 
the heaviest of the elements. This 
process Dr, Seaborg called spalla- 
tion, which means chipping. This 
operation produces all the regular 
elements below uranium, which is 
element No. 92, and ytterbium, 
which is No, 70. 

The first operation; fission, pro- 
duces the elements between ytter- 
bium and iron. 

Until the big cyclotron went 
into operation last summer, atom 
sMashing consisted of fission of a 
few of the heavy elements, split- 
ting them into halves, and a chip- 
ping of others into two or t 
pieces.

13 PCT. RISE IN COACH 
FARE IN WEST SOUGHT 


85 Rail Lines Ask Also for 
Minimum Price Increase 
to 15 Cents. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AF) — 
Eighty-five Western railroads yes- 
terday asked for authority to in- 
crease their basic one-way coach 
fares in the West from 2.2 to 2,5 
cents a mile. Similar coach fare 
increases have been made in the 
Kast and on most Southern rail- 
roads, 

The Western railroads empha- 
sized in their petition to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission that 
they desire to make no change in 
the present one-way transconti- 
nental coach fare, which these 
lines increased from 1.925 to 2.2 
cents a mile last June. 1. 

The carriers, however, gave no- 
tice of intention to increase the 
transcontinental round-trip coach 
fares by 6 per cent, 4 

For travel between points in the 
West, on which a 13.68 per cent 
rise (from 2.2 to 2.5 cents a mile) 
is sought, round-trip rates would 
take an increase in proportion to 
thia boost. 

The Western roads asked also 
for authority to increase the mini- 
mum price of a one-way coach 
ticket from 10 to 15 cents, and pe- 
titioned for permission to make 
the changes effective on five days’ 
notice to the public. 

The Western lines recently re- 
ceived authority to increase their 
passenger fare rates in Pullman 
and tourist cars in line with in- 
creases made in the East and 
South earlier in the year. 

Meanwhile the railroads nation- 
ally deferred the collection of 
higher freight rates on grain and 
grain products until Jan, 15. Other 
freight commodities will take a 
new 10 per cent rate increase next 
Monday.

The Farmer's Cut of Meat 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Bureaucrats in Washington have just 
about convinced the American public 
hat every farmer is a Fagin and that 
irtually all consumers pay for meat is 
sacked by us yokels on the farm. 

A few weeks ago the U. 8. Department 
of Agriculture officially announced that 
70 centa of every dollar spent for meat 
in the United States goes to the farmer, 
while only 14.9 finds ite way into the 
pockets of the packer, 

The older I grow, the more I am per- 
suaded there is nothing quite so flat as 
a flat-headed bureaucrat, regardless of 
his political affiliations, With this 
thought in mind, I recently discussed 
the price of meat with a veteran com- 
mission man at National Stockyards 
whom I habe known for 25 years. 


„ * * 


very farmer knows that prices 
quoted on livestock mean absolutely 
nothing. I asked the commission man 
what percentage of cattle he handled 
sold at top prices. To my surprise, he 
replied: “I haven't bought or sold a 
single head this year that topped the 
market.” As he has been a commission 
man for 40 years, I asked him for an 
explanation, and this way it: , 


“You and I and the rest of hol pollol 
live and die without tasting top-priced 
beef. Leas than 1 per cent of all beef 
sold tops the market, and this goes to 
Miami, New York and other millionaire 
centera where they are willing to pay 
$5 for the meat item in thelr menus. 

“Substantially all meat consumed in 
this section of the nation is sold on the 
hoof at from 17 to 20 cents a pound. 
And this is excellent meat, It is corn- 
_fed but not prime fat. To make beef 
prime fat costs too much to be profit- 
able, More cattle feeders go broke than 
any other clases of farmers, although all 
farmers producé cattle. However, most 
of them sell their cattle when they are 
in good flesh but not prime fat. As you 
know, prime beef eats grain for one full 
year or longer, and the price of corn 
makes cattle feeding a very expensive 
gamble.” :

Dallying With Death 


If modern safety devices had been in use on , 


the Missouri Pacific tracks at Otterville, the 14 
persons killed and 44 injured there would be 
aliye and uninjured. The Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road not only has not installed the needed safe- 
ty devices; it has not yet accepted a mild order 


‘of the Interstate Commerce Commission that 


such devices be installed by. the end of 1952. 

Last June, the Interstate Commerce -Commis- 
sion gave American railroads until the end of 
1952 to install specified, equipment—but also 
agreed to consider exemptions. The Missouri 
Pacific has not yet sought exemption but it has 
asked for six months to make up its mind, 

The order is very mild—too. mild—#eo there is 
no excuse for exemptions. It requires block 
signals where passenger trains operate as fast as 
60 miles an hour or freight as fast as 50. It 
does not even require the familiar automatio sig- 
nal, which eliminates the special margin for 
error that attends manually operated block 
signals. 

Even the autoniatic signal can be missed or 
disobeyed. The line at Otterville is equipped 
with automatic signals. 

Where speeds of 80 miles an hour are autho- 
rized, the ICC order requires cab signals or 
automatic train control, Repeating the signal 


inside the cab eliminates the danger that the 
track-side warning will be missed as the train 


passes, but the cab signal does not enforce 
obedience. The safest reliance is thus the auto- 
matic train control, which can be built so as to 
stop any train unless the engineer immediately 
obeys the stop signal. 

Still another modern device—radio communi- 
cation between trains—could have prevented 
the Otterville crash. The second engineer ap- 
parently assumed that the storm had put the 
signal system out of operation / automatically 
making all the signals turn red. Railroad of- 
ficials confirm that this actually happened. His 
caution thus allayed by the weather, the second 
engineer may then have assumed that the first 
train, which had started some minutes ahead, 
was still well ahead. (Thus the conductor of the 
second train says: “I don't know how we hap- 
pened to gain so much on the first section.“) 

With an inter-train ‘radiophone, the second 
crew could have made no such tragic assump- 
tions. They would not have been tempted to 
guess. They would have known that there was 
more than a frozen signal—that a trainload of 
helpless human. beings was also just ahead. 

Learning from the bitter lesson of this dis- 
aster, the ICC should amend its order by writing 
in radio communication from train to train, And 
certainly it has witnessed a bloody argument as 
to why the Missouri Pacific should have no ex- 
emption. Or any other railroad, since no one 
knows what road will next leap into headlines 
with a disaster.

A large store of records of compositions has 
been recorded for future release, and the present 
Congress is obviously resolved not t add to the 
power of Mr. Petrillo and his kind. He seems 
this time to be barking up a lost cause, but he is 
a master of deceptive appearances. If Mr. Petrillo.

means to maintain the ban on recording nor ex- 
pects to defeat the Taft-Hartley Act. Much 
more likely, his purpose is to get the most ad- 
vantageous contract he can from the record 
companies within the law.

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Senator Taft's Challenge 


Senator Taft challenges the Democrats to 
argue for universal health insurance in next 
year’s campaign, Like any American Medical 
Association propagandist, he repeated the old 
scare-phrase about “regimentation involved in 
a compulsory plan that makes every doctor sub- 
ject to Government regulation.” The Senator 
should read the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill and 
discover that the smear simply does not stick, 
He makes the same kind of irresponsible insin- 
uations that he used in trying to block the con- 
firmation of David E. Lilienthal as chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission.

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A Plan for Currency Stabilization 


In accepting emergency aid under the recent 
$522,000,000 appropriation of Congress, France, 
Italy and Austria have subscribed to a condition 


,which it would seem wise to impose on all aid 


_ understhe Marshall plan. This is the stipulation 


that, in order to promote internal financial 
stability, the recipients: must set aside local cur- 
rency to the full value of the goods allocated 
and shipped to them. . 

“The reason for this condition has been clearly 
explained by Camille Gutt, managing director 
of-the International Monetary Fund. Without 
confidence in the national currency, he said, 
people will not freely produce and sell goods. 
When the currency is not an assured means of 
saving, people will hoard goods rather than sell 


/ them, and they will hogrd the resources which 


they might invest for additional production. 

If the value of the currency is assured by 
sequestering at least a portion of the payment 
for goods under the Marshall plan, the popula- 
tion of France, Austria, Italy, or whatever nation, 
can know they are safe in making plans to buy 
and sell and produce, 

Mr. Gutt recommended that countries partici- 
pating in the Marshall plan limit government 
expenditures to actual tax receipts, without using 
any of the currency received in payment for 
Marshall plan goods to pay the cost of govern- 
ment. If this recommendation is carried out— 
and it now appears that it will be—then the 
money Congress is appropriating will be not 
merely aid for needy Europe, but also the most 
gigantic currency stabilization fund in all 
history.

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Why I Remain a Negro

when he stood ready to kill in self-defense; glad to be of a race 
not made murderous by pride; color, he believes, makes no 
essential difference, hopes all men will become decent 8

Not so long ago I stood on a subway 
platform in Harlem. As the train came in 
I stepped back, My heel came down on 
the toes of the man behind me and I 
turned to apologize. He was a Negro; his 
face was hard and full of the piled-up bit- 
terness of a thousand lynchings and a 
million nights in ' 
tenements and “nig- ; 
ger towns,” “Why 
don’t you look where 
you're going?” he 
said sullenly. “You 
white folks are al 
ways trampling on 
colored people.” 

Just then one of 
my friends came up 
and spoke to me. 
The man on whose 
toes I had stepped Te 
listened, then asked; 7 
“Are you Walter . 
White of the Associ- 
ation for the Ad- Walter White 
vancement of Colored People? I’m sorry 
I spoke to you that way, I thought you 
were white.” 

I realize that the only characteristic 
which matters to either race—the appear- 
ance of whiteness—is mine, My skin is 
white, my eyes are blue, my hair is blonde. 
The traits of my race are nowhere visible 
upon me, Yet nothing within my heart 
tempts me to think that. I am white. 


Every year approximately 12,000 white- 
skinned Negroes disappear—people whose 
absence cannot be explained by death or 
emigration, Nearly every one of the 14 
million discernible Negroes in the United 
States knows at least one member of his 
race who is passing“ —the magic word 
which means that a Negro can get by as 
white, and escape the humiliation which 
the American color line imposes on him. 


Some In Congress 


Who are they? „Mostly people of little 
importance, but many have achieved suc- 
cess in business, the professions, the arts 
and sciences—including a few members of 
Congress and several organizers of move- 
ments to “keep the Negroes and other 
minorities in their places.” Some of the 
most vehement public haters of Negroes 
are themselves secretly Negroes. 

Why, then, do I insist that I am a Negro, 
when nothing compels me to do so but my- 
self? An experience in my childhood may 
help explain. 

I stood with my father, a mail carrier, 
and watched Negroes, male and female, 
killed by mobs in the streets of Atlanta. 
The next night the mob, perhaps 5000 
strong, entered the Negro section near our 
neat, modest home, in which my parents 
raised seven children. 

My father was deeply religious, opposed 
to physical violence, Never before had 
there been guns in our house, but now, at 


the insistence of friends, we were armed. 


As we watched the mob go by, their dis- 
torted faces weird in the light of the 
torches faces made grotesque and ugly by 
hate—my father said, “Don’t shoot until 
the first man puts his foot on the lawn. 
Then don’t miss.” ; 


In the flidkering light the mob swayed, 
paused, and began to flow toward us. In 


** 


that instant there opened up within me a 
great awareness; I knew then who I was. 
I was colored, a human being with an in- 
visible pigmentation which marked me a 
person to be hunted, abused, discriminated 
against, kept in poverty and ignorance, in 
order that those whose skin was white 
would have readily at hand a proof of their 
superiority, It made no difference how in- 
telligent or talented I might be or how 
virtuously I lived. 

The mob moved toward the lawn, I 


tried to alm my gun, wondering what it 
would feel like to kill a man. Suddenly 
there was a volley of shots, The mob hesi- 
tated, stopped. Some friends of my father’s 
had barricaded themseves in a building 
just below our house. It was they who 
had fired. The mob retreated up the 
street. 


A Father's Counsel 


In the quiet that followed, a tension dif- 
ferent from anything I had ever known 
possessed me. I was sick with loathing for 
the hatred. which had flared before me and 
come 30 close to making me a killer; but 
I was glad I was not one of those made 
‘murderous by pride. I was glad to be 
of a race that had not fully awakened 
and which therefore still had the oppor- 
tunity to write a record of virtue, 3 

Years later, when my father Jay dying in 
a dingy, cockroach-infested Jim Crow 
ward in an Atlanta hospital, he put it into 
words for me and: my brother, 


“Human kindness, decency, love—what- 
ever you wish to call it,” he said, “is the 
‘only real thing in the world. It's up to you 
and others like you to use your education 
and talents to make love as positive an 
emotion as are prejudice and hate. That's 
the only way the world can save itself, No 
matter what happens, you must love, pot 
hate.” Then he died, . 


No Difference Between Them 


Suppose the skin of every Negro in 
America were suddenly to turn white. 
What would happen to all the notions 
about Negroes on which race prejudice is 
built? What would become of the Negroes’ 
presumed shiftiessness, alleged cowardice, 
dishonesty, stupidity and body odor? 
Would they not then be subject to indi- 
vidual judgment as are whites? How else 
could they be judged? 

There are times when I have felt with 
a sweep of fear that the patience of the 
colored man is close to its end, I remem- 
ber how I felt when I stood beside my 
father and knew that the whites would 
not let me live, that I must kill them firat 
and then be killed. Yet I know there is 
no reason for this killing, this hatred, this 
demarcation, There is no difference be- 
tween them, Black is white and white is 
black. When one shoots the other he kills 
his reflection. Only hate, the negative 
force, can separate them; only love, the 
positive force, can bind them together.

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Between Book Ends 
The Man Who Went to Munich. 


THE LIFE OF NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN, by Keith Fell 
ing, (The Macmillan Co.) 


At first thought, a biography of Neville 


Chamberlain at this time would seem su- 


perfluous. The man ended his days in 
eclipse, and sufficient time has not elapsed 
to give full perspective. A second thought, 
which this book occasions, reverses the 
earlier opinion, 

The shambles that is Europe almost jus- 
tifies Chamberlain peace at almost any 
price; and, so far as the man himself is 
concerned, something in a biography is 
always gained by a contemporary portrait, 

If nothing more, it 
supplies the atmos- 
phere in which the 
subject moved and 
thought, Further- 
more, there are 
many phases of 
Chamberlain's life 
which neither per- 
spective nor new ma- 
terials will change 
significantly, 
The author, a dis- 
, tinguished Oxford 
12 historian, was by 
Chamberlain training and politics 
alike ordained for this study, He had 
related the history of the Tory party to 


-which his sympathies belong, and it was 


to be expected that when the family de- 
sired a record of Chamberlain's life, they 
aAhould turn to him. 8 

In complete confidence they placed the 


¢ raw materials at his disposal and refused 


to see any part of the work in progress, 
The result is not an “official” biography 
but an informing, often absorbing, account 
of a public servant against the background 
of his times and environment, 

Apart from sources available to all, espe- 
clally parliamentary records, the chief re- 
liance here has been on diaries extending 
over half a century and reflecting every 
one of Chamberlain’s numerous interests, 
and on letters to his sisters. Politics in- 
evitably bulked large in these records be- 
cause the Chamberlains were a politically 
minded family. And no wonder! Except 
for short intervals, a Chamberlain sat in 
every English cabinet from 1880 to 1940. 

Politics, however, was not Neville’s sole 
interest, and even when he gave first place 
to politics, the social viewpoint predomi- 
nated. Travel, entomology, music, sport, 
all occupied a large place in his life, and 
while he followed them seriously, they sup- 
plied the desired release from public re 
sponsibility, Politics embraced both mu- 
nicipal and national activity, and it is not 
improbable that he was happiest when 
striving to make Birmingham a model, 

There his energies were directed toward 
bettering administration, public health and 
education. So signal was his success in 
these prosaic but pressing matters that the 
national scene soon heckoned. Thereafter, 
despite the ebb and flow of political favor 
and the handicaps of a spectacular father 
and a predestined brother, he rose steadily 
to the leadership of his party. 

This achievement was won the hard way. 
He started slowly, he was rigidly honor- 
able, he came to power in the midst of 
economic chaos and international anarchy. 
With better luck he might have closed his 
career with honor.

can be made in the airline safety 
record through investigations and 
legislative and airline organiza- 
tional changes.” 
Summary of 566 Proponals, 

Incorporated in the majority re- 
port is a summary of 56 recom- 
mendations made in an interme- 
diate report filed since the board 
was created last June 15, together 
with a statement of what has 
been done to carry out these 
recommendations. In nearly all 
instances, steps have been taken 
to put these specific recommenda-, 
tions, all of which have been pub- 
lished previously, into effect. 

The report then undertakes a 
broad review of factors affecting 
the safety of airline operations, 
adding new recommendations, 
Among the subjects discussed are 
fire hazards; manufacture, main- 
tenance, repair, and inspection of 
aircraft; internal organization of 
airlines to promote safety; person- 
nel problems which have a bear- 
ing on safety and, finally, the Fed- 
eral Government’s own agencies 
dealing with aviation safety. 

In its comments on “principles 
of Government organization,” the 
report outlines the overlapping 
functions of the CAB, an inde- 

endent agency responsible to the 

resident and Congress, and the 
CAA, which is an agency of the 
Department of Commerce, An in- 
terdepartmental committee of the 
CAA and CAB has provided co- 
ordination machinery, the report 
says, but the best solution might 
be unified operation. 

‘Many Alternatives,’ 

“It is not the purpose of the spe- 
clal board to indicate how unified 
responsibility in this important 
field should be achieved,” the rev 
port goes on. “There are many al- 
ternatives open, and the choice of 
a particular one will depend on 
how other functions ef economic 
as well as safety administration 
are reorganized’ Important to the 
resolution of this issue is also the 
maintenance of the necessary in- 
dependence on the part of investi- 
gatory function.”

‘Chain of Events.’ 

„But the causes of major accl- 
dents are rarely simple, nor: is 
their cure a simple matter,” the 
report goes on, “Back of the final 
cause—usually the last circum- 
stance that is designated as the 
probable cause—lies a chain of 
events that precipitated a situa. 
tion that permitted the last -cir- 
cumstances, however blameworthy, 
to occur.

“The investigation of an acci- 
dent thus must not, like the so- 
lution of a murder mystery, focus 
on the last act of blameworthi- 
ness. It must, instead., portray 
the whole situation, evaluate even 
the hazards inherent in that situ- 
ation which may have failed to 
eventuate, and, if possible, bring 
forth recommendations that will 
insure against not merely the re- 
currence of the particular acci- 
dent, but the happening of others 
that existing hazards reveal as 
possible of occurrence,” 

This approach to the problem of 
air safety requires more than 
mere investigation the report com- 
ments, and demands that the 
study of results as well as 
the planning and conduct of in- 
vestigation be conducted always 
at high levels, This the CAB 
has not always been able to 
do because of its preoccupation 
with the economic phases of the 
aviation industry, the report says. 

Self-Criticism Question, 

The report refrains from any 
discussion of proposals heard with 
increasing frequency lately that 
the old independent Air Safety 
Board be re-established. It does, 
however, refer to these recom- 
mendations made by others, and

HEALTHY cottontail skips 
A- like lightning at the 
sight of a dog or hunter, but 

one that moves slowly and acts 

sick perhaps has tularemia or rab- 

bit fever which is easily trans- 

mitted to man and is no disease 

to be thought ot lightly, Too 

often hunters in their enthusiasm 

can't always judge the health of 

the animal right, and because 

more and more rabbits each year 

are afflicted, it is well to take 

every precaution and provide ade- 

quate protection against the 

disease. It is believed that tul- 

‘aremia is transmitted to man 
mainly through the handling of 

the rabbits because it usually 

atarts with lesions on the hands. 

Therefore a pair of sound rubber 

gloves worn while dressing and 

preparing rabbit for cooking gives 


the necessary. protection. 


A form of the disease has also 
been found to result from eating 
undercooked rabbit, but once the 
meat is thoroughly cooked, it 16 
perfectly safe to handle and eat. 
Hunters are also finding néw and 
then curlous warty or horny 
growths usually on the legs and 
head of the rabbit, although they 
man occur on any part of the 
body. Such growths are harm- 
less and hunters need not be con- 
cerned about eating the flesh of 
such rabbits. Rabbits need to be 
skinned with care so that no hair 
is left clinging to the skin, and 
it is also well to remove the waxy, 
kernel-like seent glands that are 
found under the forelegs, in the 

mall of the back and between 
the shoulders. 


After cleaning, washing and 


draining, the rabbits should chill . 


at least 24 hours before cooking 
to let the flesh pass through the 
rigor mortis stage and then into 
the following softer stage so they 
will have tender, juicy meat when 
cooked, Young rabbits may be 
cooked in ali ways like tender 
chicken and older rabbits like 
older chicken, 
Baked Stuffed Rabbit.

We did a little research the 
other day and arrived at the con- 
clusion that cutting and fitting 
linoleum, especially in the bath- 
room and kitchen where fixtures 
keep getting in the way, is one of 
those jobs best done by an expert. 
That is, if you really want a nice 
looking joba 

Now putting down Hnoleum or 
asphalt floor tile is something else 
again because these tiles come in 
small squares (9 ins. by 9 ins. 
seems pretty standard) and so if 
you mess up one tile by cutting 
it wrong you are only out a few 
cents and even less time. 


These tiles are set in a special 
cement made for this work and 
once the cement is hard the tiles 
are down for good. 


It seoms that there are a lot of 
people making these composition 
floor tiles and so the big thing to 
remember is to read the diréctions 
carefully before you smear cement 
around. 

For example, some tiles cannot 


be put down on cement floors bo- 
cause the dampness in the cement 
will rot them out. Other types can 
be put down on either cement or 
wood but a primer is needed over 
the cement and a felt base has to 
go over the wood before the tile 
cement is oozed on. After this— 
it's easy.
